1. INTRODUCTION

III. CASELOAD DATA 


The start up caseload from the previous program year 
was thirty (30) with nineteen (19) females and eleven (11) 
males. There were sixty-nine (69) new intakes for the 
program year making the new total cummulative active caseload 
for the current year ninety-nine (99) with seventy-five (75) 
females and twenty-four (24) males, The total number of 
students receiving services not onthe caseload was twenty- 
five (25). The cummulative active caseload for the year was 
ninety-nine (99) and twenty~six (26) students who were not 
on the active caseload received services. 


The cummulative active caseload consisted of 75 females 
or 75.8% and 24 males made up 24.2%. Of the total students 
served, 79 (79.8%) were of hispanic ethnic/racial 
39 (39.4%) were of Puerto Rican origin. There 
(18.1%) students of Dominican origin, @ (8%) of Mexican 
origin. Other hispanics constituted a total of 25 (25.2%) 
which included Peruvians, Colombians,  Hondurians, etc. 
There was a total of 10 (10.1%) black students and 10 
(10.1%) of other students which constitute Falestanians, 
Whites, Italians, Iranians, etc. 


Of the total number of students served, 12 (12.1%) came 
from families receiving public assistance (1%) from 
families receiving an income of 45,691-7,070; iB (12.1%) From 
families receiving an income of $7,070-8,450; 1 (ix) f 
families receiving an income of $8,451-9,830; 7 (7.1%) 
families receiving an income of $9,831-11,210; (17.8%) 
from families receiving an income of $11,211-14,000 and the 
remaining 49 (49.5%) from a family income of $14,000 and 
greater. 


Closed cases totalled 56 (56.4%) with a gender 
breakdown of 16 (16.2%) males and 40 (40.4%) females. There 
were a total of 22 (22.2%) Puerto Ricans 1 (1%) Mexican; 8 
(@.1%) Dominican; 12 (12.1%) Other Hispanics: B (8.1%) 
Blacks and 5 (5.1%) Dther/Non-Hispanics. 


Income ranges for the closed cases were: 7 (7.1%) 
Public Assistance: 1 (1%) 5,691-7,070; 9 (9.1%) 7,070-8,450; 
5 (5.1%) 9,831-11,810; 7 (7.1%) 11,811-14,000 and 27 (27.3%) 
14,000 “Above. 


The Beginning Caseload for the next program year will 
consist of 8 (18.6%) males and 35 (81.4%) females for a total 
o 3. Of this total, 17 (39.5%) will be Puerto Ricang 4 
(2.3%) Mexican; S (11.6%) Dominicans 13 (30.8%) Other 
Hispanics; 2 (4.6%) Black and 5 (11.6%) Other/ Non-Hispe 
students. 


III. CASELOAD DATA CONT... 


The income breakdown for this 
follows: 5 (11.6%) Public Assistance: 3 
(243%) $8,451-9,830; Z (4.6%) $9,831 
%11,811-14,000 and @2 (81.2%) $14,000 and above. 


Eventhough the total number of cases sum up to 99, in 
reality the total number of cases sum up to 92. This number 
is 92 because the total number of legitimate graduating 
seniors added up to 47 and not 56. The breakdown can be 
explained as follows: 5 seniors dropped from JFK or moved 
away and 2 seniors on the caseload did not exist when asked 
about their status in school.
